Sidew&lka  Again. 

For  several  years  past  the  Township 
has  voted  lioeral  sums  to  aid  property 
holders  in  making  sidewalks.  It  has  been 
taken  for  granted  that  the  best  kind  of 
material  for  this  purpose  is  flagging ;  pd 
in  consequence  many  of  the  streets  have 
well-paved  sidewalk*.  But  now  it  appears 
that  there  are  serious  objections  to  this 
material ;  which  objections  have  been 
visable  and  exceedingly  tangible  during 
the  past  fortnight.  Few  persons,  perhaps 
none,  who  have  been  compelled  to  walk 
along  the  W eet  side  of  Broad  street,  down 
the  East  side  of  Franklin,  along  Glen- 
wood  avenue  and  o  her  principal  streets, 
duiing  the  rainy  season,  have  escaped 
with .  dry  feet.  So  many  puddles  and 
small  ponds  covfer  these  (lagged  walks  in 
places,  that  It  requires  constant  watchful 
ness  to  escape  them  in  the  day-time ;  while 
at  night  escape  is  im(4ssible.  It  is  no  un¬ 
common  thing  to  see  voyagers  choose  the 
solid  ground  in  the  centre  «f  the  street, 
rather  than  the  lakes  .  t  the  side. 

The  reasons  for  this  state  of  the  flag¬ 
ging  are  easily  seen.  Generally,  when 
first  put  down,  the  slabs  are  well  laid, 
but  the  earth  or  sod  on  the  side  is  raised 
to  a  level  with  the  surface  of  the  stone. 
In  some  places  the  grass  grows  along  tho 
edges ;  in  others  leaves  and  dust  soon 
form  a  ridge  impervious  to  water.  In  a 
year  or  two  a  good  sized  canal  with  tow- 
path  and  berm- bank  is  formed,  making  a 
very  pleasant  walk  In  pleasant  weather, 
but  a  very  wet  walk  when  the  weather  is 
wet. 

Another  and  more  serious  cause  of 
trouble  is  the  roots  of  the  trees  which  con¬ 
stitute  such  an  ornament  of  our  beautiful 
village.  The  force  of  growing  trees  is  In¬ 
credible  to  those  who  have  never  given 
particular  attention  to  it.  Heavy  flags 
weighing  hundreds  of  pounds  are  steadily 
raised,  until  a  once  level  and  attractive 
sidewalk  becomes  in  clear  weather  an  eye¬ 
sore  and  stixubling-stone ;  and  In  rainy 
weather,  an  endless  cause  of  wet  feet, 
colds,  bad'  humor  and  had  words. 

The  remedy  Is  not  difficult  to  find.  A 
little  ipr  a  good  deal  of)  foresight  in  lay¬ 
ing  the  stones  Is  the  first  point.  The  face 
of  the  flagging  should  be  at  least  two 
inches  above  the  earth,  which  should  slope 
gradualjy  to  the  curbstone.  Whore  the 
walk  has  been  laid  several  years,  let  the 
Township  Committee  see  that  little  chan¬ 
nels  are  cut  from  the  pond  to  the  street, 
so  as  to  let  the  water  run  off.  In  most 
cases  the  property  owners  would  have 
this  done  if  their  attention  were  called  to 
it. 

Where  the  roots  of  trees  have  caused 
the  trouble,  more  labor  and  expense  would 
be  required ;  but  in  some  parts  qf  the 
town  this  has  already  been  done,  a  no¬ 
tice  fronr  the  Town  Authorities  would 
probably  secure  the  desired  result  wher¬ 
ever  else  lt  is  needed. 

Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty 
not  only,  but  also  of  a  good  many  other 
things,  good  sidewalks  included. 


East  Orange.
